Refusal of Allied AZIS ADMIT Planters Oppose 


Troops to Fight 
Soviets Revealed 


WASHINGTON—The files of 
the state department have been 
opened to reyeal how interven- 
tionist troops of the World War 
allies mutinied and refused to 
fight against the Soviet govern- 
ment in 1919. 

Secret information just made 
public disclose Russian-American 
relations throughout the year 
1919, showing the record of sec- 
ret Paris conferences and disclos- 
the flat refusal of British, Amér- 
ican and French soldiers to con- 
tinue the fight into which they 


| had been sent. 


Conference Plots War 

The files showed that Presi- 
dent Wilson proposed to allied 
powers that a peace conference 
held in Prinkipo Island, 
Greece, to draw up a “truce” 
between the Bolsheviks and the 
allied interventionists. This con- 
ference turned into a demand for 


(sending more troops rather than 


to withdraw any, with the re- 
cord showing that troops were 
sent to Russia shortly after the 
Bolsheviks had concluded a sep- 


|arate peace with Germany. 


Then Lloyd George is indirect- 


‘ly quoted as having said at a 


secret Paris conference: 

“Now Canada has decided to 
withdraw her troops, because the 
Canadian soldiers would _ not 
agree to stay and fight against 
the Russians. 

Troops Wanted Peace 

“Similar trouble had also oc-

Navy, blutly admitted here

Evaded Cannery Workers 

But beasts with clubs cannot 
wilt a militant worker like Or- 
tez. All they got out of him 
was blood. When the deputies 
were tired, they had Ortez take 
off his clothes. When they saw 
his body, they were afraid he 
might die, so they quit. 

They feared releasing him in 
that condition, so to evade the 


cannery workers who had gone; 
looking for} 


from jail to jail 
Ortez, they took him to Pleasan- 
ton, then to Livermore, then 
back to the County Jail.

The tools of 
the Canners League in the sher- 
iffs office know Ortez is a power 
among the workers, so they in- 
flicted the brutal beating on him.
